Counties which have been democratic from 
their organization—some regarded as beyond 
the possibility of ever turning in anything 
but a democratic majority—flopped and went 
for Roosevelt and Deneen. Adams, demo- 
cratic from time immemorial, turned its dem- 
ocratic plurality of 797 in 1900 into a repub- 
lican plurality of 1.215. This was done with 
a total vote of 13,189, showing a republican 
gain in the county of 2,012.

Queer Tricks of Fate. 
Counties which nominate republican county

Sotie of these 
paid nominees will be in office for a term at 
least. 

Counties have been made republican which 
were so hopelessly democratc that the lead- 
efs could not nominate a republican to office 
and let him know what they were doing. 
They nominated the men who made the mis- 
take of going fishing or of leaving town the 
day of convention and thus were powerless 
to head off the “ honor.”” These men now are 
officeholders. 

Menard county is experiencing a new sen- 
sation.

Seventy-five 
is the largest plurality the national ticket 
received, but this represents a miracle, which 
increases with the election of the Menard 
eounty ticket. 


Two Counties Carried by One Vote. 

Calhoun county also has changed its polit- 
ical faith. There is just one vote to spare— 
Reosevelt 725, Parker 724—but when the IILi- 
nois democrats learned that Calhoun had 
gone republican they threw up the sponge. 
Calhoun county is where the joke originated 
about democrats still voting for Andrew 
Jackson. It has been noted as being with- 
out railroads, telegraph lines, or colored in- 
habitants, but is giving up these claims rap- 
idly.

MOVING FOR WORLD'S PRACE 


United States and England Lead 
in Arbitration Program. 


PRESENT WAR MAY BE LAST. 


Lord Lansdowne’s Significant Words 
Guildhall Banquet. 


LONDON, Nov. 10, 3 a. m.—Great Britain 
and the United States are taking the lead 
in a general movement to secure the arbi- 
tration of all international disputes. The 


have concluded an arbitration treaty. The 
United States has signed such a treaty and 
ie negétiating others with Germany and 
Italy. Great Britain already has signed ar- 
bitration treaties with five of the powers. 

Lord Lansdowne, the British minister for 
foreign affairs, in announcing these facts 
‘at the annual lord mayor's banquet at Guild 
hall last evening, spoke for Premier Bal- 
four, who was kept away by illness. 


Present War the Last? 

Lord Lansdowne expressed the hope that 
the present war between Russia and Japan 
would be the last great clash of arms in 
history. . 

“That great statesman, John Hay,” he 
said, “‘ remarked recently that war was the 
most futile and fallacious of human follies. 

“T am sanguine enough to say,” Lord 
Lansdowne continued, “ that good is likely 
to come from the struggle in the far east, 
It is my hope and belief that this terrible war 
will give a stimulus to the existing desire for 
some less clumsy and brutal method of ad- 
justing international differences. I, myself, 
have signed no less than five treaties of ar- 
bitration. aor yesterday the American 
ambassador, . Choate, asked me if we 
were Serres te to sign a similar treaty with 
America. 

Roosevelt’s Work for Peace. 

“I have also lately been asked by President 
Roosevelt, to whom we may offer congratula- 
tions on his return to power by a vast ma- 
jority, to participate in a second international 
peace conference. While reserving the right 
to consider what subjects and the terms of 
reference we did not hesitate to say that we 
were ready to participate and to tell the pres- 
ident that we wished him godspeed in the 
useful work he has undertaken. 

“Is not there a better way than this? Is 
it not better to so arrange matters that a 
dispue shall not arise at ali?” 

“ At this moment,’’ said Lord Lansdowne, 
“contemplating the progress of the terrible 
struggle. between two brave and gallant na- 
tions in the far east, can one of us contem- 
plate without regret the legion after legion 
of brave men being led forth to meet their 
fate and the ruined homes and broken 
hearts? We can conceive no more terrible 
punishment than the remorse of any minis- 
ter or body. of. ministers who from loss of 
temper or desire of popularity brought upon 
the country the scourge a calamity of 
néedless -war. 


War with Bussia Avoided. 

“At this auspicious moment,” continued 
Lord Lansdowne, “I am able to announce 
to you that not anly the peace of Great Brit- 


ain is unbroken but se far as I am able to 


foresee there is no reason why it should not 
remain unbroken. Not only have we had 
the good fortune to avoid war but by the 
strict neutrality and wise international ar- 
rangements we have done something to re- 
strict the area of hostilities. 

“The country, however, has not altogether 
escaped anxieties. For the last few days we 
have been face to face with an incident which 
moved the people of this country as few other 
incidents have done. 


Affront to British Flag. 

“ The incident of Oct. 21 in the North sea 
was an attack on British citizens and an 
affront to the British flag which, if interna- 
tional, I would not contemplate the con- 
sequences. It was a deplorable and unac- 
countabie blunder, but Iam bound to add that 
recent evidence has satisfied the British gov- 
ernment that the Russian government be- 
Heved in good faith that the facts were dif- 
ferent from what we supposed and that each 
cause. 

** Great Britain bas adopted the only course 
in referring the matter to an independent 
and impartial tribunal, and we found no 
difieulty in arriving at the principal ques- 
tions, ner in deciding that the terme for their 
reférence under The Hague convention were 
such as we could accept.” 

After Getailing what would be the pro- 
cedure of the court, Lori Lansdowne re- 
ferred to the smallness of the wumber of 
Russian officers left at Vigo and said: 


“It was not for us to assume the respon-

LESSONS OF THE ELECTION 


Landstide Renders ‘Deneen and 


La Follette Conspicuous as

The more one studies the details of the 


political rectitude of Theodore Roosevelt, 
No one séeéms to doubt, in fact, that the 


as shown at the ballot box. There 
were no local influences, no special develop- 
ment of political friendship among any par- 
ticular creed or nationality, but the resist- 
les tide of the Ballots flowed over and be- 
yond all expectation in every section of the 
country, among the most diverse clesses of 
-people, and the Roosevelt landslide was as 
much one of the rich as of the poor, of the 
young and the old, and was bounded neither 
by state ner counties nor cities nor climates. 


Roosevelt Was the Issue. 

Roosevelt himself was the issue. The dem- 
ocrats foolishly made him such, and the 
people took up the character of their presi-’ 
dent as a political issue and registered their 
opinions at the polis in a way no one can 
question. 
I doubt if there has been « president since 

the days of Washington, not even excepting 
Lincolm or Grant, who was the recipient of 
such a splendid testimonial from the people 
themselves. Lincoln was .splendidiy 
tained In 1864, but it was largely Decause 
of the folly of the peace democrats, and 
Grant in 1872 beat Greeley more decisively 
than Roosevelt bas beaten Parker, bat he 
did it because Greeley had left the repub- 
lican party and was not acceptable to the 
democrats. Neither Lincoln ner Grant, in 
all probability, could have won such a 
decided on their own personalities. 


Beached Heart of the People. : 
It is this which makes the triumph of Roose-: 
velt all the greater, because the pluralities' 
in New York, in Massachusetta, in 
and in the so-called doubtful states have been 
sO enormous as to make it eviwent that be 
himself. by his individual actions, had 
reached the great heart of the people, His

| Boosevelt Elected La Foliette. 

It is quite evident, even from 4 casual study 
of the returns, that it was koosevelt who 
elected La Follette in Wisconsin and Higgins 
in New York. Had they not participated to 
a secondary degree in the landslide for Reose- 


‘| vet there would have been democratic gov- 


ernors in both those states. Higgins’ vote 
up the state in New York, for inetance, ts 
about 90.000, less than that of Roosevelt. and 
this would have buried him out of sight and 
would have elected Herrick ing@ny ordinary 
year.

Vote Based on Personality. 

The election of Douglas in Massachusetts 
and Johnson in Minnesota, two democrats, 
in the face of enormous republican majori-. 
ties for Roosevelt, seems to me to show con- 
clusively that the vote on the electoral ticket 
everywhere was based almost exciusively 
on his personality, and not to any great éz- 
tent upon party loyalty to republicanism. 

It was characteristic of Theodore Rodse- 
velt to issue his announcement as soon as 
‘he had been elected that he would not be a 
candidate for the place again. Tis was in 
harmony with his own bigh ideal of politica, 
and as the years go by I believe that the eleo- 
tion of Tuesday, based entirely on those High 
ideals, will set a pace in American politics 
‘which future candidates fer the presidency 


| cannot escape. 


President Establishes Precedent. 

The president has probably established 
another precedent as well, because he has 
laid down the principle that where a vice 
president succeeds to the presidency by 
death that is a term of office and should be 
so included under the unwritten law which 
has proved so potent in American politics 
that no man shall hold the ofnee of president 
more than two terms, 

The people who voted for Roosevelt on Twes- 
day must have felt more than justified when 
they read in the papers Wednesday wiorn- 
ing that his first act had been to disavow 
any intention of running again, and that 
thereby, in the simplest and most timely 
fashion, he had set at rest the charges of 
his unwise and unfair adversaries that he 
was at dictatorship and that his 
ambition would force him to seek another 
term. 

These will be busy days for the peliticai 
coroners. What is left of the democratic 
party after Tuesday's catastrophe must in 
some way get together, because, as a mat- 
ter of course, there must be, and should 
be, at least two political parties in this coun- 
try. 

- Debs’ Big Vote Significant. 
Aside from the extraordinary landslide 
direct to Roosevelt, which was evidently par- 
tieipated in not only by the independent 
voters but by many thousands of Bryan 
silverites as well, the most significant feature 
of the canvass, so far as the large cities are 
concerned, was undoubtedly the unexpected 
strength shown by Debs and the socialistic 
ticket generally. 

This was probably the reverse in spirit 
of the vote for Roosevelt. That is to say, 
Debs’ personality entered into the question 
to but a slight extent. The chances are that 
few of the men who voted for him knew much

This situation gives the socialists a po- | 


litical étatus which is likely to make them a 
factor in the coming reorganization of the 
democratic party. Such a reorganization 
myst come speedily and the signs of the times 
all point to the control of the party by the 
radical element, thus forcing the old goid 
democratic faction back among the repub- 
licans, where they really belong. Bryan, 
Watson, and Debs are more than likely to at- 
tempt this reorganization and the chances 
are they will succeed. 

Dave Hill, Belmont, Grover Cleveland, and 
the people of that stamp, who have been 
sponsors for Parker, have been so completely 
discredited before the country that they can 
hardly appear in another democratic con- 
vention and claim recognition as they did at 
St. Louis. Parker was beaten worse tha 
Bryan was either tn 1896 or 1900. 3 

In. 1806 the gold democrats went through 
the form of nominating a ticket of their own 
and then they all voted direct for McKinley. 
This year the Bryan democrats resorted to 
much the same methods. Nominally they 
accepted the nomination of Parker and have 
preserved their regularity in the party, so 
that they are in a position.to.claim a voice 
in the party management whenever the ex- 
pected reorganization occurs. In point of 
fact, it is easy to see that the more radical 
Bryan men voted for Roosevelt by the tens 
of thousands from one end.of the country to 
the other. The returns seem to show this 
clearly. 

» Why Men Voted for Bryan. 

‘Part of this was undoubtedly due to the 
attractive personality of the president, es- 
ual rejations 
ad corpora- 
tions. Much of Bryan's stock in trade, it 
must be remembered, was an appea! to the 
poor man as against the rich man, and dur- 
ing his two brilliant oratorical campaigns 
hé was frequently successful in appealing: to 
their suspicion of organized capital, when 
he could not influence them to.accept his 
views on the money question. Many a demo- 
crat voted for Bryan either because he ad- 
mired his silver tongue rather than his silver 


_ currency or because he believed Bryan rep- 


resented antagonism to the growing power 
of the corporations. 
-Reosevelt Popular with Democrats. . 
President Roosevelt's action in settling the. 
coal strike, his prosecution of the Northern 
Securities case to a successful issue, and 
his apparent readiness to take up the cause 
of the people as agairst the corporations, 
without regard for the hostility of the trust 
magnates; naturally earned for him the sup- 
port of the very democratic element which 
followed Bryan afar off in 1896 and 1900, 
which in 1904 turned to Roosevelt naturally 
on the trust issue alone. The president's 
personality, his ‘soldiering experiences, his 
cowboy days, the bravery of his character, 
and his occasional indifference to public 
opinion when he felt he was right, alike en- 
deared him to this same element, and Roose- 
velt’s high bred dash captured them quite as 
readily as did Bryan’s more vulgar oratory. 


Parker a Weak Candidate. 


Gold democrats and Bryan democrats have 
thus contributed to the election, first of Mc- 
Kinley and then of Roosevcun. Each has 
administered to the other a bitter dose of 
medicine, and, according to the ordinary 
rule of American politics, they ought to. call 
matters about even. Parker was selected. 
against the protest of Bryan and the Hearst 
element. The south went solid for Parker 
on the ground of his alleged availa- 
bility.” Hé was a weak candidate, of course, 
and yet not so much weaker on the whole 
than almost any other man from that ele- 
ment of the party. The result will naturally 
be that the radicals will claim as a matter 
of right that the contro] of the party and 
the next nominee must be given to them.* | 


Must Regenerate the Democracy. . 

Tt should surprise no one to find within.a 
short time that Bryan, Hearst, Watson, and 
Debs were combining their forces in the 
Girection of a regenerated and rejuvenated 

with distinctly radical ideais. 
The result of this must be sooner or later to 
Grive out of the party that element repre- 
sented by men like Hill, Cleveland, Olney, 
Wilas, and their ilk. There might be a ten- 
dency toward the creation of two opposition 
parties, one composed of the old Cleveland 
democracy and the other of the Bryan fol- 
lowing, the Watson populists, and the Debs 
socialists. . 

When the reorganization of .ae democracy 
is absolutely at hand one Thomas Taggart 
of Indianapolis is likely to take the center 
of the stage. It must not be forgotten that 
he is chairman of. the democratic national 
committee. He was snubbed and ingulted by 
the Parker cfwd in New York City, and was 
practicaly exiled to Indianapolis at the most 
tritical stage of the campaign. 


Taggart, Snubbed, May Bolt Party. . 
Under the circumstances, therefore, he 
can have but little love for eastern democrats 
and it will be natural to suppose that he 
will in the long run cast his fortunes with 
radical element, because he has always 
depended on that crowd in Indianapelis. Tag- 
gart’s position as chairman of the committee 
will give him a vast amount of power at a 
critical time, because it rests with him to cal] 
the committee together, to initiate the next 
presidential campaign, and to preside at the 
convening of the next democratic national. 
convention. 

On the republican side of the house there 
will be an almost equal amount of speculation 
as to the next candidate for the presidency. 
In traveling about the country I found that 
most men not actively engaged in politics 
were of the opinion that the democrats, al- 
though sure to be beaten this year, would 
probably win four years from now, the theory 
being that the people by that time would be 

‘Ready for a change on general principles. 
Democracy Nearly Annihilated. 

The surprising landslide toward Roosevelt 
and the almost complete annihilation of the 
democratic party this year seem to demol- 
ish that theory. The election has developed 
a line of cleavage in the democratic party,. 
and it demonstrates that the truce patched 


wp between the two factions at St. Louis 


cannot possibly continue. They must break 
away before another presidential election, 
and this seems to me to make probable 
another republican victory in 1908. 

There were some close friends of Senator 
Fairbanks who thought that he might 
emerge from the present campaign in a com- 
manding position as regards the presidency 
four years from now. That is to say, they 
thought that Roosevelt might lose New York 
state, so that if Fairbanks carried Indiana 
by ajsafe majority his friends would be in 
@ position to point to that fact as an indi- 
cation that he ought to be nominated four 
years later. The overwhelming vote for 
Roosevelt in New York state, as well as all 
over the north, seems to have wiped out any 
special availability Senator Fairbanks might 
possess, aside from his own personal high 
character and his capacity for the science 
of government. 


La Follette Will Be Heard From. 

Tuesday's election developed a crop of 
governors any one of whom may become a 
prominent figure in the next presidential 
campaign. La Follette in Wisconsin won 
out in spite of a bitter attack made upon 
him by men who have long been trusted in 
the councils of the republican party in that 
state. 

La Follette will be heard from a good deal 
during the next two years. He is apparently 
in a position to dictate the election of a sen- 
ator in the next legislature. He undoubtedly 
holds the balance of power, and by a ju- 
dicious distribution of the state patronage, 
to which he is not entirely averse, he may be 
able to name the senator outright. 

In any event, his primary law and other 
reforms have been approved by the people, 
and for this reason he is likely to occupy 
a good deal of the attention of the public 
during the next two years.

Folk a National Character. 


Folk, in Missouri, stands out as much more 
of a national character. He has been liber- 
ally advertised in the magazines and pos- 
sesses gmany of the qualities which have 
endéarée Roosevelt to the people. It is prob- 
ably now. an open secret that Roosevelt 
was always sympathetic for Folk, and that, 
in fact, if the president had not been bound 
by the necessity of preserving strict party 
regularity, he would have advised, if he had 
not insisted upon, a republican indorsement 
of Folk in Missouri. 

Folk’s triumph in his home state in the 
face of an unexpected Roosevelt landslide 
seeme to put him in a position quite anala- 
gous to that of Deneen. He comes from a 
border state, and yet is a western man, which 
the democracy will probably insist upon 
after their bitter experience with the 
coterie, of New Yorkers who mismanaged 
Parker's campaign so successfully, and who 
led that worthy gentleman into such a series 
of spectacular follies. 


Acceptable to Socialists. 


Folk's reform ideas would make him ac- 
ceptable to the Debs socialists, to the Bryan 
democracy, and to that militant populistic 
element which Tom Watson represents so 
conspicuously. Folk is hated at home among 
the old line democrats there because-of his 
opposition to “ Gumshoe Bill" Stone, but it 
seems likely that he will grow in popularity 
throughout the rest of the country. 

He, if any man could, would unite the 
Bryan democracy and the eastern crowd, 
and if he did not do that he would at least, 
if he behaves himself for the ensuing four 
‘years, attract a large independent reform 
element, particularly in the Mississippi val- 
ley. This might prove a source of great 
strength to him in a national convention. 


Roosevelt Favors Tariff Revision. 


So promouncedly personal has been this 
campaign, and so completely has the result 
been controlled by the individuality of Roose- 
velt that there has been little time devoted 
to questions of public policy. Yet it should 
be known that in a general way the presi- 
dent personally favors a revision of the tariff 
on purely protective lines and in entire har- 
mony with a plank of the platform adopted 
at the last Chicago convention. For this 
reason it is more than likely that something 
of this kind will be undertaken during the 


year. 

While it is true there has been no extraor- 
dinary demand for tariff revision, it is too 
much to expect that an entire administration 
can pass without some alteration of the ex- 
isting schedules. .That is to say, it is un- 
Mikely that the revision can be postponed 
until after President Roosevelt's successor 
has been chosen.

REPUBLICAN GAIN IN SENATE. 


Defeat in Montana and Mis- 
sourti. 


Latest returns indicate that the repub- 
licans have actually gained a seat in. the 
United States senate. They already had 
lost one in Maryland, where Isadore Rayner, 
democrat, has been elected to succeed Sen- 
ator McComas. It was supposed there would 
be another loss in Nevada. The term of 
Senator Stewart, the originator of the phrase 
*“ crime of '73,"" once a rabid silver man but 
now again a republican, expires with this 
congress. It had been assumed he would 
be succeeded by a democrat. Instead of that 
the state legislature is reliably republican 
and the senator to succeed Stewart will be 
of the same faith. 

In Montana the republicans have carried 
the legislature, which will permit them to 
elect a successor to Paris Gibson, democrat, 
the colleague of Senator Clark, the multi- 
millionaire. 

Cockrell Out of Senate. | 

Of course the most sensational change in 
the United States senate comes from the 
Missouri landslide. Senator Francis M. 
Cockrell, the ranking democrat on the appro- 
priations committee, who has been in the 
senate since 1875, will have to go. He suc- 
ceeded Carl Schurz, and last July was a 
candidate for the presidency at the St. Louis 
convention against Parker. Besides being

ROOSEVELT’S DAY OF JOY. 


Hours with Family and Guests; 
Callers Prevent Work. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—[Special]—It 
was a day of joy and triumph for President 
Roosevelt. Letters and telegrams of con- 
gratulations and confidence poured into the 
White house in thousands, and hundreds of 
friends called personally to greet the hero of 
the great political victory. 

It will be impossible for the executive or 
Secretary Loeb personally to. acknowledge 
the letters and telegrams, much as the presi- 
dent desires to do so, and so he declared to 
the nation at large his appreciation of these 
expressions of esteem. 

Although Mr. Roosevelt was kept up late 
last night he arose early. The first hours of 
the day he gave to his family and guests, and 
did not look at a newspaper unt#l] he reached 
the executive offices. 

Message from Emperor William, 

Here a great pile of messages awaited him, 
one of which was a cablegram from Emperor 
William. Several of these the president 
read, and he glanced through the newspa- 
pers. He then made a futile attempt to take 
up official. business. The crowd of callers 
that insisted on an audience could not be 
denied. The president was happy. but calm. 

Among the first to grasp his hand was Sec- 
retary of War Taft. The president greeted 
him warmly, and for a considerable time 
they talked animatedly about the situation. 
Other callers on the president included Post- 
master General Wynne, Secretary of the 
Navy Morton, Assistant Secretary of State 
Loomis, Senator Proctor of Vermont, Gen. 
John C. Black, chairman of the civil service 
commission; Lieut. Gen. Chaffee of thearmy, 


lis L. Moore, chief of the weather bureau; 
and the Rev. Dr. Schick, pastor of the church 
of which the president is a member. 


Reason for Third Term Statement. 
The president said today he felt that his 
announcement that he would not accept 
another nomination would prevent during 
the next four years any misinterpretation 
of his actions, personal or official. He ex- 
pressed himself as being in entire sympathy 
with the evident belief of the American peo- 
ple in the undesirability of a third term for 
a president and he therefore made up his 
statement as unequivocal 4s possible. 
Shortly after noon a-«delegation of the 
prominent residents of Washington was re- 
ceived by the president. The delegation was 
nonpartisan, James L. Norris, the demo- 
cratic national committeeman for the dis- 
trict, and other democrats joining in the 
cordial congratulations to Mr. Roosevelt. |

“To the Democracy of the Nation: Our 
thanks are due to the members of the na- 
tional committee and to the executive com- 
mittee in charge of the campaign for most 
unselfish, capable, and brilliant party serv- 
ice. All that it was possible for men to do 
they did, but our difficulty was beyond the 
reach of party managers. 

“T am most grateful to them and wish ‘n 
this general way to extend my thanks to the 
workers, as well as the rank and file, all 
over the country. I know how hard they 
struggled against overwhelming odds, and i 
only wish I could take each one by the hand 
and thank him. 

“ Deeply as | regretted leaving the bench 
at the time of it, in the presence of over- 
whelming defeat, I do not lament ft.

In the light of my 
present information 1 am now even more con- 
fident that I did right. I shall never seek

BiG BULGB IN DEBS VOTE 


SOCIALIST PARTY LEADER MAY 
TOUCH 500,000 MARK. ~ 


| Man for Whom Only 87,769 Ballots 

Were Cast Four Years Ago Receives 
More than That Namber in Lllinois 
Alone, Where the Figures Will 
Reach 100,000— Milwaukee Gave 
Him More than Parker—Estimates 
from Nearly Every State in Union. 


The notable increase in the socialist vote.in 
Tuesday's election is second in political in- 
terest only to the avalanche of votes for 
Roosevelt. Four years ago Debs, as the 
presidential candidate of the socialis: party. 
received 87,769 votes in the entire United 
States. Last Tuesday Debs, as the candi- 
date of the same party, received more votes 
in the state of Lilinois alone than he did four 
years ago, and in the United States his vote 
may touch the half million mark. 

The remarkable growth of the socialist par- 
ty in. four years cannot be told in exact fig- 
ures until che official count is made some 
days hence. 

Figures Show the Vote.

He re- 
ceived $6,127 votes in Cook county alone. 
This was a little over 8 per cent of the vote 
in Cook, and estimates from the mining and 
manufacturing counties of the state give 
him 16 per cent of the vote in those counties. 
Averaging his vote over the state, including 
Cook, at 10 per cent, he has, in a total vote 
of 1,000,000, a vote of 100,000 in Illinois. 


Beats Parker in Milwaukee. 


In Milwaukee, a city that has had a demo- 
cratic mayor for years, Debs got more votes 
than Parker. The socialist candidate had 
17,008, while Parker's supporters numbered 
only 16,878. In Wisconsin the percentages 
give Debs from 45,000 to 50,000 votes. These 
figures are almost sensational when com- 

to the vote of 524 for Debs in Wiscon- 
gin four years ago. 

Indiana and Iowa gave Debs a heavy 
vote. In Indiana, his own state, Debs had 
12,000 votes, an increase of 10,000 over four 
years ago. In Iowa he received 10,000 votes, 
a gain of 7,000 over his vote in 1900, 

Oregon was another state that swelled the 
Debs vote in a most surprising manner, 
Estimates made in Portiand last night show 
that he received 22,000 votes in the state. 
Four years ago Debs mustered 1,466 votes in

Texas Leads the South. 

Texas swells the votes in the Debs column 
by giving him at least 50,000 votes. The 
socialist party, however, does not seem to 
have madé any inroads into the south, out- 
sice of Texas. Up to 7 o'clock last evening 
Kentucky had not reported a :ingle vote for 
Debs. In South Carolina he received not 
over 50 votes. He got no vote at allin North 
Carolina, and his name was not referred to 
during the campaign. ;

EUROPE PLEASED BY RESULT. 


News of Roosevelt’s Election Received 
with Satisfaction in England and 
on the Continent. 


LONDON, Nov. 10, 3 a. m.—The election of 
Theodore Roosevelt is regarded by the Lon- 
don newspapers as a “ pledge that America 
will play her part in the solution of all in- 
ternational questions upon the side making 
for justice and the development and progress 
of the human race,” and as “ affording a 
guarantee that Great Britain's present re- 
lations with America will not only be main- 
tained but probably will be strengthened.” 

Germans Are Well Satisfied. 


BERLIN, Nov. 9.—Government circles re- 
gard President Roosevelt's election with 
satisfaction, as it means a continuance of 
the United States’ present policy towards 
Germany. The relations between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Emperor William are 
believed to be of a more pleasant quality 
than ever before between a German sovereign 
and a president of the United States. 

Some of the newspapers consider that the 
election will increase the friendliness be- 
tween the two governments, and mention the 
fact that President Roosevelt's suggestion 
of an arbitration treaty with Germany its 
ready for acceptance as an example of the 
present good feeling. 

Some influential persons believe that the 
German government regards a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States as now being 
a possibility.

No Fear of Imperialism. 

VIENNA, Nov. 9.—Roosevelt’s socalled im- 
perialistic tendencies are largely discussed 
by the Austrian press. It is significant, how- 
ever, that the Fremdenbiatt, the organ of the 
foreign office, does not share the apprehen- 
sion expressed elsewhere of possible danger 
from this source. The Fremdenblatt says: 

“Imperialism embodied in such a man as 
Roosevelt will not lead the nation into an 
adventurous policy. He is manly, and has 
sense enough not to be led away by any will 
o’ the wisp and strong enough to resist sense- 
less popular clamor.” 

Cubans Are Gratified. 

HAVANA, Nov. 9.—Leading Cubans are 
gratified with President Roosevelt's victory 
in the election of Nov. 8, considering Mr. 
Roosevelt the warmest and most influential 
friend of Cuba.

St. Louis, Mo., Nov..9.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in thirty years Missouri has gone 
republican, Another state is lost to the solid 
south on which the democracy for a quarter 
of a century has founded its hopes for nation- 
al victory. . The election of Joseph W. Folk 
as governor is the only solace the democrats 
have. Fifty-eight counties out of 114 In the 
state give Rooseveit a net plurality of 12,692 
and Folk a net plurality of 21,043. 

The bajance of the democratic state ticket 
is defeated by about the same plurality 
that Missouri gave to Roosevelt. Sam 
B. Cook, the democratic candidate for sec- 
retary of state, whom the democratic machine 
forced upon the ticket with Folk, although 
Folk strongly objected to him because of 
Cook's connection with certain boodling 
transactions, is completely snowed under. 


Cook and Allen Lose. 

In St. Louis, which gave Folk a plurality 
of 10,000, Cook was beaten by John E. Swan- 
ger, republican candidate, by 10,000 votes. 
Throughout the state Cook ran far behind 
Folk. 

Albert @. Allen, nominee for auditor, 
to whom Folk also objected because Allen 
was reputed to be friendly to the lobby, is 
beaten almost as decisively as is Cook. 

It is conceded by many democrats that 
under normal circumstances Missouri here- 
after must be classed as a close or doubtful 


state. 

Tonight practically every democratic leader 
has given up the state and conceded the elec- 
tion of Roosevelt electors and a majority of 
the republican state ticket. Their estimates 
ot Roosevelt's plurality run from 5,000 to 
10,000. 

Democratic anxiety is now centered upon 
the fate of half the congressmen in. the 
state.

But if Hearst can 
deliver trade unionism and Bryan and Wat- 
son can deliver agrarianism the combina- 
tion might possibly (so the combiners think) 
elect a president. 

What will the main animus of the new 
party be? Clearly anti-trust rather than 
pro-labor. If it were pro-labor the farmers 
would be alienated. They do not love trade 
unionism. They want cheap labor on their 
farms. But they are, many of them, per- 
fectly willing to be anti-trust. Both trade 
unionists and farmers can agree to “ smash 
the criminal trusts.” 

But “smashing the crimina) trusts” is 
too vague an enterprise. The concrete ex- 
pression of it will be: “ Start in to smash 
the criminal trusts by having the nation own 
the railroads which build up the crimina! 
trusts.”

Gen. Sher- 
man became so annoyed by the correspond- 
ents that he ordered them from the camps, 
declaring that they were as valuable to the 
enemy as the work of a secret service. 


Whitelaw Reid, then a famous correspond- | 


ent, was forced to abandon Sherthan’s army. 

The era of world wide, instantaneous 
communication has made the war _ corre- 
spondent a particularly dangerous person. 
Information which leaks oyt in one quarter 
of the world concerning an army is carried 
within a few hours to the enemy. A dis- 
patch can travel from the Japanese front 
via London and St. Petersburg back to the 
Russian lines within two or three hours. A 
rigid censorship would eliminate the infor 
mation of value to the enemy, but if, in one 
case out of a thousand, the censor lapsed 
in vigilance the damage resulting might 
undo the work of an entire campaign. 
Wisely Japan has decided to abolish the ele- 


| ment of risk which always accompanies the 


war correspondent. Moreover, information 
on apparently insignificant matters, such as 
would escape the censor, might be of im- 
mense value to theenemy. The hostile army 
should be kept in the dark concerning all 
conditions in the camps of his opponent, for 
there is something about mystery, per se, 
which is disquieting and nerve racking. The 
Japs understand this fact and have drawn a 
“circle of silence” about their army and 
navy which has been to their 
Vantage. 

Should this government adopt the same 
attitude toward the press in its possible 
future wars it would doubtless be opposed 
by some powerful newspapers. However, 
the action taken by Japan is the only course 


‘compatible with that perfect secrecy with- 


out which no army can reach its highest pos- 
sible efficiency. The war correspondent 
should become a thing of the past not only in 
Japanese but in American armies.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

EN the secret history of the recent 
crisis in the relations between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain comes to be 
written it will be found that Queen 
; Alexandra played an important 
role in effecting a peaceful settlement of the 
affair. The prime minister, although so far 
from well that he is new confined to his 
house, visited the queen several times during 
the first two or three days following the at- 
tack ‘by the Russian Baltic squadron upon 
the fleet of Hull fishing boats in the North 


sea, 

The queen is on the most affectionate terms 
and in 
dowager czarina, and the latter’s influence 
with Emperor Nicholas is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. On several occasions pre- 
viously the queen has been, through her sis- 

; the medium of important communica- 
ons to the czar, things which it was a mat- 
ter of much moment that he should know, 
and which it was probable that his ministers 
would either withhold from him og else com- 
municate in an imperfect manner; and it is 
generally understood in court and official 
circles in England that it was the action of 
the queen in imparting through the widowed 
empress to the czar the true state of feel- 
ing in Great Britain, as well as the horror 
inspired by the-unprovoked nature of the at- 
\tack upon the defenseless fishermen, which 
led Nicholas to send that personal message 
of deep regret, of sympathy for the fisher- 
men, and of promise of full reparation, which 
virtually averted war and caused the English 
people appreciate the fact that the firing 
on the fishing fleet was the result of a mis- 
take and not a willful act of provocation.

Cooper, a veteran of the Crimean war, at 
the age of 81. For his only surviving 
son and! successor in the family honors 
and estaltes is Sir*Charles Paston Cooper, 
who, married to Princess Tatiana Dol- 
gorouka, daughter of Prince and Princess 
Dmitri Dolgorouka, became involved some 
ten years or so ago -in an unsavory 
scrape at Paris, which landed him in 
prison, where he was compelled to undergo 
a prolonged period of detention. Soon after 
his restdration to Hberty he secured some 
publicity in London as co-respondent in a 
theatrical divorce case, and it was after this 
that his marriage took place. He. lives en- 
tirely ‘abroad, ts often seen at Biarritz, and 
is but little known around the family place in 
Hertfordshire, where his father took a large 
part in the affairs of the country. 

The baronetcy was conferred in 1821 by 
King George IV. upon the first Sir Astley 
Paston Cooper, renowned as the most em- 
inent su n of his day, who practiced med- 
icine in a neighborhood now given over en- 
tirely to great office bulldings, in Broad 
street in the city of Londom .

Charles W. Doty, the author of ** Common 
Sense Bracket,” has been content to pic- 
ture New England country life about}aa is | 
is found in reality, and the result has been 
his making of a four act play which con- 
tains little that is actually dramatic but 
which has about it something of the charm 
and simpleness which characterize country 
life itself. The story told in the course of 
the four acts is by no means unfamiliar, and 
its telling is leisurely almost to the point 
of immovability in several instances. More 
value has been laid by the playwright on 
the picturing of the people and customs ex- 
isting in a New England village than in 
the arranging and developing ofa plot which 
would be theatrically effective. 

The central re in the little town has 

been made the Hotel keeper, Bruce Bracket, 
a man who has experienced his full meas- 
ure of sorrow but who has been made only 
the stronger and the more cheery and help- 
ful by it. He has worked for the good of 
the town, has prospered, and is loved and 
respected by all his neighbors. In his young- 
er days he had married a young girl who 
came to the village with a theatrical com- 
pany. Happiness was but brief, for the wife 
grew weary of small surroundings and one 
day disappeared. Years later a young wom- 
an came to the village and was made music 
teacher in the public school. She had not 
been there long before prying gossips learned 
that she at one time had been on the stage. 
The fiight of Bracket’s wife had brought 
conviction that all theatrical people were 
bad, and after the young woman had been 
faced with the charge and had admitted 
that she had been an actress they demanded 
her dismissal. t, a8 president of 
the schoo] board, held her in her position 
and gave her a home at his hotel. 
. Later the gossips succeeded in forcing the 
young teacher to leave. But one day she 
came back, and then Bracket learned by 
accident that this girl was his own daugh- 
ter. Happiness thus came to him, to the 
girl, and incidentally to a young couple whom 
Bracket loved, but whom a separation sim- 
flar to that which saddened his own life had 
threatened. There is a simple little love 
story Intertwined with this telling of how 
Bracket again came to peace and gladness, 
but it is direct and natural in manner with 
nothing of the stage or the melodramatic 
in its form or matter. 


Richard Golden, who is the Bracket of the 
cast, has a kind of modified David Harum 
role—Harum, with all of his kindly nature. 
and hard common sense left in, but some of 
his pronounced joker attributes left out. 
And the actor plays the role in the David 
Harum manner of which is 
far from slight. He does everything sim- 
ply, quietly, naturally, never failing to make 
a “point” carry across the footlights, yet 
never seeming to work for it. It-:is @ re- 
markably well rounded, well poised, true 
characterization of a mellow, lovable, keen 
sensed countryman. There is much of 
avtistie merit In euch a piece of work, and 
Mr. Golden finds himself again fitted with 
a role admirably suited to his abilities. 

The supporting company is a thoroughly 
competent one. Few of the parts are espe- 
cially important, but all are well played. 
Florence Rockwell, as the music teacher 
has a frail, delicate girlishness in appear- 
ance and manner which wins her instantly 
the spectator’s sympathy and kindliness, 
and she understands so to handle the sim- 
ple character of Marian that it takes on 
vitality and individuality. Louise Galloway, 
as a kind of New England slavey, is bright 
and chipper as the part requires, and Esther 
Lyon, in the role of a wife who thinks her- 
self unhappy, avoids the melodramatic and 
merits commendation for so doing.

HE contraction of the earth toward its

their valleys are composed into the midst of 
the sea. The three principal weapons the 
water uses in its unremitting, unrelenting 
war against the land are the: glaciers, the 
rivers, and the currents and tides of the 
ocean. The giacier is the least effective of 
these weapons; but it is the most picturesque 
and beautiful. | 
There is a line around every high mountain 
above which the weather is always freezing 
cold. All the moisture precipitated by the 
atmosphere above this line falls 


in the form

of snow. As the snow accumulates on the 
mountain side the pressure upon the part of 
it near the bottom of the pile becomes ‘so 
heavy that it is turned Into ice. A snow ball 
is converted into an ice ball in the same way 
when pressed hard in the hand. In courseof 
time the pressure upon the lower portion of 
the ice pile becomes so great it can no longer 
withstand it, and it begins to move slowly 
down the mountain side, wearing its way as 
the river does its channel. A glacier is, in 
fact, a river of ice. 


Winding now in this direction, now in that, 
the glacier undergoes heavy strains, and fre- 
quently wide, deep cracks appear in it. Many 
too daring explorers have incautiously ven- 
tured upon the thin layers of snow which 
sometimes cover these glacial crevasses and 
have fallen into them and been buried alive. 
The glacier pushes rocks, pebbles, and mud 
along between itself and the bottom and 
sides of its channel. Large quantities of 
débris become imbedded in it. Still larger 
quantities fall from the crags above and are 
borne upon its surface. It often carries. 
bowlders as large as a cottage and weighing 
thousands of tons. Most of the. débris ac- 
cumulates near the glacier’s outer edges, 
where it becomes “ lateral moraines.” When 


two glaciers combine the right hand moraine 


of one unites with the left hand moraine of 
the other, forming in the middle of the com- 
bined stream a “ medial moraine.” 

The Alpine giaciers advance only about 365 
feet a year, but the great ice rivers of Green- 
land move from twenty to fifty times this 
fast. As the glacier descends into the warm- 
er climate of the lower part of the mountain 
it begins to melt and its surface becomes 
more murky and glitters less brilliantly in 
the sunlight. A point is at last reached 
where the ice melts as fast as it advances. 
A muddy, turbid stream here rushes forth 
from beneath the glacier, and here it deposits 
the burden of mud, pebbles, and rock it has 
accumulated on its journey, making a “ ter- 
minal moraine.’’ Terminal moraines are 


usually from ten to twenty yards high, but 
‘' occasionally they grow to a height of hun- 


dreds of feet. The enormous sheets of ice 
which cover the arctic regions descend to the 
sea in immense glaciers sometimes several 
miles in width. The water of the sea breaks 
off large chunks of them, which float away 
to the south as icebergs. Icebergs are some- 
times hundreds of miles square, and have a 
carrying power which enables them to trans- 
port many tons of dirt and rock from the cir- 
cumpolar to the temperate regions. 


Striking and splendid as is the action of 
glaciers, its effects are inconsiderable com- 
pared with the effects wrought by the action 
of the water of brooks, streams, and rivers.

NAVY WANTS 22 NE NEW VESSELS. 


General Board Will Recommend Con- 
struction to Cost $41,300,000—Three 
Battleships of Connecticut Type. 


Washington, D. C., 3, Nov. 9.—Three battle- 
ships, five scout cruisers, six torpedo boat 
destroyers, six togpedo boats, and two squad- 
ron colliers at an aggregate maximum cost 
of $41,300,000, is the building program which 
the general board of the navy has recom- 
mended the secretary of the navy to urge 
congress to authorize at its next session. 
The general board’s recommendations are 
signed by Admiral Dewey, the president of 
the board. 

The board thinks the six torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and six torpedo boats recommended 


should have greater size and seaworthiness 
than previously built vessels of this class. 

It is believed that the recommendations of 
the general board in the main will receive 
the indorsement of the board on construction 
and finally that of the secretary himself.

The Telegraph's Chefoo correspondent de- 
clares further that the task of burying the 
bodies of the slain at Port Arthur is now be- 
yond control and that the corpses are simply 
pitched into the new dock excavations near 
,\Golden hill, and where there is only a few 
feet of water. | 

INNER FORTS STILL INTACT. 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

TOKIO, Nov. 9.—Reports received here 
from Port Arthur show that thus far the 
Japanese have only carried the Russian outer 
works. The permanent enceinte has not been 
forced anywhere, and remains intact. 

Only the secondary positions at Fangkiatun 
and Sanyangau were taken in the assault on 
Oct. 30. These positions are near the neck of 
the Liaotishan promontory, and their capture 
imperiis the position where it is considered 
Gen. Stoessel will make his final stand. 


Now an Engineers’ Siege. 

The operations now consist chiefly of tun- 
neling and counter tunneling. It is reported 
that the bombs roléed down the glacis by the 
Russians had such long fuses that they could 
usually be extinguished. In some instances 
the fuses were not extinguished but the 
bombs were thrown back at the Russians, ° 


How a Fort Was Captured. 

A returned officer states that Oct. the 
explosion of a mine made a breach in the 
north fort on East Keekwan, exposing the 
concrete wall. In the evening before the 
moon rose Sergeant Okura and four men 
crawled up and with dynamite blew @ hole 
through the wall. They then ascertained 
the structure of the casement inside tho 
outer embankment. 

The Russians, attracted by the explosion, 
showered the little party with grenades, but 
did no harm. 

After things had become quiet egnin, the 
engineers approached and made a ten foot 
hole, through which the troops rushed. A 
fierce fight ensued within the fort. The 
Japanese were driven out, but they mounted 
machine guns in the breach and cleared the 
Russians out of the chambers, driving them 
to the parapets. 

It is reported that a violent storm inter- 
rupted the operations from Nov. 5 to Nov. 7. 


DESTRUCTION IS COMPLETE. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

CHEFOO, Nov. 9.—A junk which left Port 
Arthur last Sunday and which was captured 
by the Japanese and taken to the Miaotao 
islands, where it was searched and subse- 
quently released, has arrived here. Those 
on board report that the bombardment of 
the fortress is proceeding. 

The Russian waships are seeking shelter 
In the eastern harbor beneath Golden hill, 
where they are safe except from chance high 
angle fire. 

The destruction of the town is complete. 
-Many women and other noncombatants have 
been killed by shells. Several groups of peo- 
ple who were marketing were biown to pieces. 

The recent Japanese successes, although 
gained by tremendous sacrifices, have given 
them a position insuring the capture of the 
principal forts and all ine works north of 
Tiger's tail. 


SHELLS ARE STILL FALLING. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

CHEFOO, Nov. 9, 12:30 p. m.—The Japanese 
continue to bombard Port Arthur, and the 
shells are falling so incessantly that the Rus- 
sians have practically abandoned the repair 
of the works protecting the harbor. 

Citizen volunteers and the police are now 
reinforcing the garrisons of the forts, accord- 
ing to the stories of Chinese arriving here, 
sixty of whom lieft Port Arthur on Nov. 8 
owing to the high price of food. 

The Chinese say that the forts on Golden 
hi have done practically no firing for 
months past, and it is believed their emmunt- 
tion has fun short. 

The demolition of the Chinese new town is 
almost completed, a thousand houses having 
been destroyed for firewood. The ware- 
houses and stores belonging to foreigners 
have been burned. 

So many meh were killed on both sides 
during the last assault ‘tat many bodies lay 
unburied for days, and in some iustances 
dogs which had been driven from the town 
assuaged their hunger by eating the dead. 
In a few cases where this was seen the 
Russian sharpshooters killed the dogs. ~

Record Day for This Year in Volume of 
Transactions in Both Shares and 
Bonds—Local Financiers Leok for 


Larger Demand for Money—Stand- 


ard Company to Pipe Oll from Indian

Earnings. 

Nothing now remains of the early uncertain- 
tiles around which market predictions were 
made, The corn crop has turned out to be 
a goed one, Roosevelt has been elected, 
steel and railroad earnings have improved, 
money is easy, and there is promise of mov- 
ing Into the’ éra of resumed prosperity so 
long predicted. 

The. prices of securities made a quick 
response on the New York stock exchange 
yesterday. High grade issues vpened 1 
point above the previous closing. The volume 
of business in stocks was 2,370,000 shares, 
and in bonds $13,858,000, both records for the 
preserit year. Quotations continued to ad- 
vance jn the early age of the day, weqeeees 
lower than the top. 


| Bales of Bonds. 

The enormous sales of bonds afford one 
of the substantial reasons for asserting sound 
market conditions. Old syndicates which had 
been seeking to Hquidate since prior to 1902 
have been able in the last six months to con- 
vert their holdings into cash. The securities 
have been finally placed with investors, and 
the market is practically free of the heavy 
commitments of unsalable bonds. 

The immediate course of prices will be of 
intere@at as demonstrating to what extent 
better business has been discounted. The 
basis af interest return on first class stocks is 
now figuredat4percent. Sucha yield would 
mean considerably higher quotations. But 
if such quotations should obtain, it would 
not mean any great degree of stability. A 
few years ago, it will be recailed; the most 
prominent financiers of the country declared 
their belief that a permanent era of cheap 
money had been entered upom These au- 
thorities on finance spoke of 8 and 4 per cent 
rates,.as if the latter might be the average 
maximum. 

But the stock panic of 1901 has followed 
these prédictions, the extraordinary interest 
rates of the fall of 1902 have since followed, 
and am industrial corporation paid in inter- 
est and commissions practically 18 per cent 
in order to save itself from bankruptcy. It 
will not do therefore to figure, as yet, upon 
the permanent period of cheap money for 
this country. It is still too new and ite busi- 
ness tdo varied. 


Expect More Demand for Money. 

Loca! financiers in expressing their belief 
that a resumption of active business will 
mean an increased demand for money, prob- 
ably think no differently from New York in- 
terests, although the latter have asserted 
that they saw nothing in the money market 
to disturb stock prices until probably the lat- 
ter part of the coming year. 

It has been a matter of record fn the last 
four months that the manufacturing and 
trading concerns, instead of putting surplus 
cash into an extension of their business, have 
either deposited their idle funds with bank- 
ing institutions or have bought bonds and 
stocks. Probably the first needs for fresh 
capital will be recruited from these invest- 
ments, and it may be some months before 
the loam market will feel a demand sufficient
